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Utah Legislature 
to discuss school 
uniform requirement

SALT LAKE CITY — The idea of 
school uniforms has been kicked 
around the Legislature for a couple of 
years, but Sen. Howard Stephenson, 
R-Draper, predicts that the 1994 ses- 
sion will see acceptance of the idea. 

Stephenson will sponsor a bill that 
would allow schools and districts to 
adopt policies requiring students to 
wear prescribed clothing to school. 

School dress codes have led to liti- 
gation in a number of schools, but the 
10th Circuit Court of Appeals, of 
which Utah is a part, has decided 
there is no legal problem, said 
Douglas Bates, legal-legislative coun- 
sel in the State Office of Education. 

School districts probably could dic- 
tate uniforms without Stephenson’s 
bill. The senator, however, believes 
schools and districts might be more 
inclined to consider the matter if they 
had specifie permission from the 
Legislature. 

“No mechanism is presently in place 
to make it simple for parents or teach- 
ers to seek uniform requirements,” he 
said. 

The issue was addressed in the 1993 
session in a resolution that was debat- 
ed but never passed. Stephenson also 
tried to get it through the special ses- 
sion-held in October, but it was lost in 
the press of legislation related to gang 
problems, the actual focus of the ses- 
sion. His proposal passed the Senate 


unanimously but was not debated in 
the House. 

Stephenson believes his bill could 
affect gang and school discipline 
problems. 

Clothing is one of the. things that 
sets school “cliques” apart and sup- 
ports gang activity, he said. It also is 


“an expensive way that students adopt 


to make a statement. Some students 
who can’t afford to make the state- 
ment are not above stealing expensive 
clothing items ‘from those who can. 

He believes that uniforms could 
help to neutralize some of those prob- 
lems. 

The senator said he has had many 
conversations with parents and educa- 
tors who share his sentiments. The 
American Federation of Teachers has 
formally adopted a pro-uniform posi- 
tion, he said, and he thinks there may 
be support in the Utah Education 
Association as well. 

Stephenson doesn’t see a “private 
school” approach to uniforms, with 


_ blazers sporting school insignias. 


“The policies could be as simple as 
prohibition of problem insignias on 


- Clothing or as extensive as requiring 


particular clothing such as red shirt 
and blac trousers; leather shoes, not 
sneakers,” he said. ; 

A few school administrators have 
said they believe a clothing policy 
would be hard to administer, 
Stephenson said, but he doesn’t 
expect serious resistance. 


FTC closes Nu Skin case 
with $1.2 million fine

Concluding its 30 month investiga- 
tion of Nu Skin International, the 
Federal Trade Commission 
announced a tentative settlement with 
the Provo-based cosmetics corpora- 
tion Monday over charges of exagger- 
ated product claims. 

The proposed settlement would 
require Nu Skin and three of its inde- 
pendent distributors to pay more than 
$1.2 million to the FTC which would 
be routed “to consumers as 


redress...for false and unsubstantiated . 


claims,” according to FTC official 
Nicholas Franczyk. 

According to a statement released 
by the FTC Monday, the settlement 
would also require Nu Skin and its 
distributors “to have evidence to back 
up any (product) claims...for any 
product they market in the future.” 

Nu Skin General Counsel Michael 
D. Smith said, “We don’t consider the 
$1.2 million a penalty or a fine. We 
were not penalized in any way. We 
admit no wrongdoing.” : 

Nu Skin Media Relations Official, 
Jan Hemming, said that Nu Skin 
never advertised false or unsubstanti- 
ated claims, but was investigated 
because it supplied three distributors 
that did make such illegal claims 
between 1986 and 1990. To resolve 
the charges, “(Nu Skin) gave (the 
FTC) hundreds. of thousands of docu- 
ments and they couldn’t find any- 
thing,” she said. 

‘Hemming said the questionable 
claims were made by independent dis- 
tributors and the settlement fee was 
assessed by the FTC because “the 


FTC calculated that (Nu Skin) bene- 
ftted from these inappropriate prod- 
uct claims.” 

“The settlement closes the chapter 
on the FTC’s investigations of Nu 
Skin. The intense regulatory scrutiny 
is over,” Hemming said. 

He explained that for the settlement 
to be finalized, the investigation must 
pass through its final stage, a 60-day 
period where consumers can voice 
any final charges against Nu Skin or 
its distributors. If no further charges 
surface, Franczyk said, the settlement- © 
will be finalized and Nu Skin will -be- - 
cleared of all charges. 

He would not project Nu Skin’s 
chances of being cleared of the 
charges. ; 

“Technically, (the investigation) is 
not over,” Franczyk said. 

The FTC initially investigated Nu 
Skin’s organizational practices in 
1991 when six states charged the 
multi-level marketing corporation of 
pyramid marketing, Franczyk said. 
The FTC soon refocused its investiga- 
tion on Nu Skin’s product claims. 

Specifically, the FTC investigated 
claims made’ by distributors about: 
Nutriol, a hair formula; Face Lift, a_ - 
facial mask; and Celltrex, a skin- 
hydrating fluid. 

Celltrex, the FTC said, was 
“allegedly advertised as a product that 
will promote the healing of third- 
degree burns, which otherwise would 
require skin grafting.” 

Hemming said that when the FTC 
began its probe “it stumbled across 
the claims charges. (Nu Skin) disci- 
plined the distributors back in the late 
*80s and the FTC didn’t think we 
went far enough.”

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Yeltsin shaky on eve of Clinton visit 


MOSCOW — With President Clinton’s visit only two days away, Russia’s 
firgt post-Soviet Parliament was emerging as a bitter battleground of supporters 
and foes of Boris Yeltsin. ‘ 

On the eve of Tuesday’s opening session of the parliament, the Russian presi- 
deat’s supporters threatened to prosecute ultranationalists and blamed 
Communists for the deaths of millions of people. 

The statements had all the markings of a pre-emptive strike. Yeltsin’s allies 
are outnumbered by his foes in the new legislature, and the president’s oppo- 
nents are expected to waste no time in attacking his pro-Western reforms. 

Clinton arrives Wednesday in a display of support for Yelstin and his reform 
program. The U.S. president is also expected to meet with other political lead- 


- fs, 


He has no plans to visit Parliament or meet with Yeltsin’s most vociferous 
critics, including Vladimir Zhirinovzky, who has called Clinton “a coward” 
who should stay out of Russia. 

Yeltsin gained some political ground at home Monday with Clinton’s 
announcement in Brussels of a pact that will rid the Ukraine of its 1,800 
nuclear warheads. 


Australian firefighters saved by rain 


-SYDNEY, Australia — Hot, gusty winds abated and a light rain fell, giving 
firefighters the break they needed Monday against 136 bush fires raging across 
southeastern Australia. ' 

Firefighters had no chance of putting out the flames because winds had 
whipped up huge firestorms during the past three days. 

At least 185 homes were destroyed, 113 severely damaged and 30 other build- 
ings lost. Four people, including two firefighters, were killed, and thousands 
treated for smoke inhalation. 

‘Damages are estimated at $68 million to homes, plus $34 million were lost in 
infrastructure and forests. 

‘Police believe more than half the fires, which started breaking out more than a 
week ago, were started by arsonists. Eleven people have been arrested. 


National housing grows more affordable 


‘WASHINGTON — The Midwest remained the least expensive region in the 
nation to buy a house during the July-September period, with the Jackson, 
Mich., market reclaiming the “most affordable” title. 

, The National Association of Home Builders said Monday that Jackson, with a 
94.8 score, recaptured the top spot in its Housing Affordability Index, a posi- 
tion it last held during the second quarter of 1992. 

The South followed the Midwest as the most affordable region. The Northeast 
and West, particularly California, were least affordable. 

. “With mortgage interest rates still so low, homes are more affordable today in 
just about every area of the country,” said Home Builders President J. Roger 
Glunt. 

‘ San Francisco remained at the bottom of the index, a ranking it has held since 
the Home Builders began compiling the listings in the first quarter of 1991. It 
had a score of just 17.5 


Gov. Leavitt proposes anti-violence act 


SALT LAKE CITY — Gov. Mike Leavitt unveiled a $42.5 million “justice 
package” proposal Monday, aimed at curbing the social ills that engender vio- 
lence . 

Announced during a tour of the Utah Boys Ranch, the legislative proposal 
also calls for job training, inmate education, more prison beds and more law 
enforcement officers. 

“Simply appropriating money and passing laws will not be the solution,” he 
said. 

“We have to mobilize communities and families and neighborhoods, and 
much of the (package) goes toward that end.” 

Leavitt’s “justice package” approach would address crime and violence 
through a network of different state agencies, including the departments of 
Health, Human Services, Corrections and Public Safety, as well as the state 
offices of Education and Higher Education. 

“Some of the things we have targeted may seem tangential,” Anthony said, 
“but the reality is, if we can prevent things like homelessness, we can prevent 
some criminal activity.”

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BYU's new housing policy 
creates more questions 
than solutions for students 


BYU’s answer to the ACLU’s threatened lawsuit poses more questions. 
BYU students should be able to live in a place that allows them to maintain 
- their standards. But is the new policy that segregates BYU students from 
non-students an acceptable solution? We don’t think it is. 

BYU-approved off-campus housing ensures that students will live in a 
place that has heat, is not rat-infested and meets other health and safety 
standards. Several other universities also have approved off-campus hous- 
ing. It isn’t a new concept. 

The University wants to ensure that students can maintain their beliefs and 

. live in a place that “fosters their spiritual, social and academic growth.” This 
is not a bad idea either. Students need to live in a place where they can study 
for school and practice their beliefs, but BYU has overstepped its bound- 
aries by wrapping a roll of red tape around off-campus policies and, in the 
process, invading the rights of both students and non-students. 

: Some of the non-students affected by this decision are members of the 
iShurch who have gone to BYU, graduated and are working in Provo, or are 
members of the Church who have come out here to work because they want 
to be involved in the social life Provo offers (one might consider that an 
oxymoron). 

The person the new policy may affect next year could be your roommate 
who is a senior and plans to get a job at WordPerfect, or your friend from 
home who wanted to work in Provo and live with you. 

The Church has indicated that people who cannot get into BYU should 
stay at home and become active in institute and their local single wards, but 
it hasn’t put BYU students on a pedestal. Non-students are not untouchables 
who must not mingle with the chosen ones. 

Also, some who do:not have the same values as BYU students should not 
be discriminated against as long as their beliefs do not infringe on the 
beliefs of others. BYU students should not have to tolerate someone who 
smokes or brings overnight guests in their apartment, but they should be 
able to tolerate a roommate who does not share their religious beliefs. 

Besides, no one is forcing anyone to live with anyone. If students are not 
happy with their roommates, they can move. If students feel they are being 
forced to move because a roommate has infringed on their rights, ‘they can 
contact their landlord or take legal action. 

It is hard to find housing in Provo, and finding an available apartment for 
four or six friends to move into is difficult. Most students have to take a risk 
and live with one or more people they don’t know. The new housing policy 
would decrease the risk of BYU students moving in with people who don’t 
share their values, but does it encroach on the rights of non-students? 

: We have to assume non-students would have a more difficult time finding 
adequate housing. Most apartment complexes would rather house BYU stu- 
dents for economic reasons, such as there are more BYU students to rent 
apartments than non-students and the University can aid landlords with 
enforcing contracts and standards. 

There are further complications with this anything-but-simple policy. 
Students. and non-students can live at the same apartment complex but in 
separate buildings. Does that mean complexes will have to install separate 

swimming pools, one for bikinis and one for one-piece suits? Will some 
‘people be able to watch R-rated movies on the complex’s big. screen tele- 
vision, while others are limited to Walt Disney’s new releases? 

- Choosing an apartment, choosing roommates, getting along with room- 
‘mates, having different beliefs than other people, standing up for certain 
‘beliefs and being tolerant of other beliefs are things people in the real world 
do. 

- Again, students should not have to tolerate behavior that infringes on their 
‘rights, but learning to be tolerant of others’ beliefs could foster just as much 
‘or more “spiritual, social and academic growth” as segregating ourselves 
‘from people who are not exactly like us. 

. The University should look into other options before it assumes that segre- 
‘gation is the only solution.

CBS wins ’93 ratings 
with 3 top 10 shows

CBS claimed a rating victory for the 
year after winning 1993’s final week, 
despite winning only a single night 
and landing just three programs in the 
Top 10. 

ABC’s “World News Tonight with 
Peter Jennings,” however, was the 
No. 1 network news broadcast for the 
fifth consecutive year in 1993. 

In prime time, ABC’s “Home 
Improvement” was top-rated for the 
week, but CBS won the week with its 
powerhouse Sunday. CBS’ “60 
Minutes” was second, its TV movie 
“Jane’s House” third, and its 
“Murder, She Wrote” was fourth. 

For the week of Dec..27 through 
Jan. 2, CBS led with a 12.2 rating, 20 
audience share. NBC was a half-point 
back, with an 11.7 rating, 20 share, 
and ABC was another half-point 
back, with an 11.2 rating, 19 share. 
~ Fox Broadcasting Co., which pro- 
grams only 15 of the 22 prime time 
hours, had a 6.4 rating, 10 share. 

. Give the 94.2 million U.S. TV 
homes estimated by Nielsen Media 
Research, a single ratings point equals 
one percent, or 942,000 households. 
Share is the percentage of sets tuned 
to a specific network during a given 


time period. 

In the evening news races, the Big 
Three did not count their New Year’s 
Eve newscasts. For the four-day 
week, ABC’s “World News Tonight: 
held its tight grip on first place, with a 
10.8 rating, 20 share. 

“NBC Nightly News” was second, 
with a 10.6 rating, 19 share, and 
“CBS Evening News” was third, with 
a 10.4 rating, 19 share. 

ABC News spokesman Arnot 
Walker’ said the ABC newscast's rat- 
ings were up 3 percent over 1992, 
while CBS’ slipped 1 percent and 
NBC’s were up 5 percent for the cal- 
endar year. 

For 1993, “World News Tonight” 
averaged a 10.4 rating, 21 share; CBS 
had a 9.0 rating, 18 share, and NBC 
an 8.9 rating, 18 share.

Benedictine Monks 
top pop music charts

A group of Benedictine monks have 
rocketed to the top of the pop charts 
with some genuine golden oldies — 
Gregorian chants. 

“You have to understand, we are 
monks, not rock stars,” said one 
reluctant monk at the 11th-century 


monastery in northern Spain. 


Compiled from previous recordings 
by the monks of Santo Domingo de 
Silos, “The Best of Gregorian 
Chants” compact disc has earned one 
platinum and two gold discs with 
230,000 copies sold since it hit record 
stores two weeks before Christmas. 

In Spain, it takes 50,000 discs to hit 
gold and 100,000 for platinum. 

The double compact disc sells for 
the equivalent-of $21 and features 38 
selections. Some date back 1,300 
years. 

It has astounded music pundits. 

“You’re telling me it was a sur- 
prise,” said Jose Fernandez of Madrid 
Rock, one of the Spanish capital’s top 
music stores. “The monks have 
always had relatively good sales in 
classical music terms. But this time 
they struck gold.” 

From their quiet corner of the world, 
the monks. are attempting to duck the 
cameras and reporters pressing for 
interviews. 

“T am very sorry but no one can talk’ 
about the recording,” said a monk 
who answered the telephone at the 
monastery, which for centuries has 
served as a rest stop for pilgrims on 
their way to the shrine at Santiago de 
Compostela on Spain’s northwestern

A Gregorian chant is the monophon- 
ic, liturgical music of the Roman 
Catholic Church used to accompany 
the text of the Mass. It takes its name 
from Pope Gregory I (590-604) under 
whose reign the music was first col- 
lected. 

“Tt’s very unusual; the first time that 
we know of that a classical-type 
recording has ever made it onto the 
top 10, not to mention to No. 1,” said 
Marisa Ruiz of EMI-Odeon, the com- 
pany that produced the record. 

EMI’s classical music chief Rafael 
Perez Arroyo said the company plans 
to release. another recording of the 
chants at the end of the year. The CD 
has only been available in Spain, 
although Ruiz said there are plans to 
launch it internationally. 

The recordings dating back to 1973 
have been done at the monastery in 
the tiny town on the high plains in 
north central Spain. Perez Arroyo said 
some 25 of the monastery’s 36 
monks-in-residence are in the choir, 
but usually only 16 to 20 of them 
actually record since some are older 
than 90. 

The double-CD has so far made 
about $2.1 million. Perez Arroyo said 
between 4 percent to 10 percent

NEW YORK — Dr. Jamie 
Astaphan, who admitted providing 
steroids for sprinter Ben Johnson 
and other athletes, was arrested at 
John F. Kennedy Airport on drug 
warrants, . 

Astaphan was arrested Saturday 
by Drug Enforcement 
Administration agents when his 
plane from Antigua to Toronto was 
diverted to New York because of 
the weather, DEA spokesman John 
Dowd said Sunday. \ 

He was wanted on two federal 
warrants, one from Buffalo, N.Y., 
for importation and distribution of 
steroids, and the other from Tampa, 
Fla., for conspiracy to distribute 
anabolic steroids and cocaine, 
according to Jason Brown, a lawyer 
with the U.S. Attorney’s office in 
Brooklyn, which handled 
Astaphan’s arraignment Saturday. 

Johnson won the gold medal in 
the 100-meter dash in world-record 
time at the 1988 Olympics, but was 
stripped of the award and the 
record and banned from the 
Olympics after testing positive for 
an anabolic steroid. 

Astaphan, 47, will be held here 
for several weeks until he can be 
transferred into the custody of fed- 

_ eral officials at Buffalo, Brown

He was arrested. after the FBI 
attache in Barbados notified the 
DEA that he was aboard the plane. 

In 1991 in Toronto; Astaphan 
admitted giving steroids to runners, 
saying he did it because he feared 
they “would kill themselves” if 
they continued to administer their 
own treatments. 

At the time, he was suspended 
from practicing medicine for 18 
months and fined $5,000.

Scholars 
may open a topic for discussion and 
receive comment from a wide range 
of sources. 

Stan Peters, manager of academic 
computer services at BYU, uses 
Gopher to collaborate with colleagues 
from the University of Minnesota 
which developed the Gopher Service. 
They are. working to design an 
enhanced version of the service. Ail 
of their work has been done by way 
of this program using electronic com- 
munication. 

“I have never met these people, not 
even talked on the phone with them,” 
Peters said. 

Jordan works closely with the oper- 


ation of the catalog systems in the 


library. He has led the movement to 
make those services accessible 
through Internet and thus available to 
faculty and students from their per- 
sonal computers. Services such as’ 


‘BYLINE, ERIC, call number loca- 


tions, patron circulation records, and 
periodical indexes and abstracts are 
available. 

However, contracts signed with dis- 
tributors result in certain limitations 
that restrict some indexes to campus 
use. 

“The contracts state that they 
[indexes] are to be used for the BYU 
community only. We are still devel- 
oping a-means to ensure that access is 
indeed restricted to that group,” 
Jordan said. 


- He also enjoys access to the weather 


line, a unique aspect of the network 
that reports weather world-wide and 
is updated three times per day. 

Bryan Peterson, associate research 
professor, also finds the network 
helpful in his work. 

Peterson frequently accesses Usenet 
— a set of discussion groups similar 
to the Gopher Service. He says that 
scholars tend to publish scientific 
papers this way. A process that nor- 
mally takes six months to a year is 
now a matter of minutes. 

“For example, ever since cold fusion 
came up, it’s been discussed more on 
Usenet than on paper,” he said. 

The network is not all work, howev- 
er. Peterson has made a hobby of cer- 
tain discussion groups. Also, games 
have been known to be played by 
users at computers in different rooms 
and buildings, as well as in different 
countries, Peterson said. 

Peterson said although some view 
the network as something to play 
video games on, in reality, games on 
Internet are tolerated, but are not the 
focus of the network. Commercial 
advertising is also not allowed, pri- 
marily because users do not want to 
be receiving “junk mail.”

“It’s a culture that has developed, 
with certain unspoken rules,” he said. 
“No one gets in trouble by authorities, 
but an offender will be ‘flamed,’ or 
inundated with [electronic] hate 
mail.” 

This electronic culture‘is part of the 
movement toward a society of multi- 
media communication, 

The federal government, under the 
special attention of Vice President Al 
Gore, has established a policy to help 
provide means for present computer 
networking to grow into the super- 
highway that will provide a more 
sophisticated, complete, and global 
communication. 

Government funding will be used to 
develop and help install technological 
improvements supporting a system in 
which sending and receiving commu- 
nications mechanisms in a home are 
provided through one wire, and one 
appliance. 

The copper wires now being used to 
supply telephone services are not 
equipped to handle so much, but the 
fiber-optic cable used by television 
does have the capacity. Since the 
phone companies possess the sophis- 
ticated switchboards necessary to 
conduct a superhighway, many 
experts foresee a natural merge 
between the two media. 

Kelly McDonald, executive director 
of university computing services, and 
the architect of BYU’s participation 
in Internet, has been watching com- 
puter and communications technology 
begin this merge during the past 
decade. 

“There are ‘industry prophesies” 


that by the 21st century the merge ~ 


will be complete,” McDonald said. “I 
think it will happen.” 

As the goal of an electronic super- 
highway is realized, the university 
will continue to integrate advancing 
technology. The result will be an 
evolving educational experience for 
the student, McDonald said. The stu- 
dent will not need to be on campus 
for scholarly work or to communicate 
with professors; complete access to 


library services from home will be 


available; and perhaps, there will be 
experimentation with E-mail. 

“T envision a time when students are 
given an E-mail key or password 


along with an ID card, all offered as a . 


service to them,’ McDonald said. 

He sees the real revolution in stu- 
dents’ perception to be the notebook 
computer. It will become daily rou- 
tine to pull a computer from a back- 
pack to see what’s playing at the the- 
ater, what time the bus comes, or to 
research different occupations. 

At the present time; however, stu- 
dents can purchase an account on a 
university computer connected to 
Internet. This account allows students 
to dial from a home computer, and 
have access to send and receive E- 
mail and to use other Internet ser- 
vices. Applications may be obtained 
at Academic Computing Services, 
room 403 CB. 

As the nation advances into its 
multi-media culture, it is increasingly 
necessary for students to become 
aware and comfortable with it.
